BefoVe Governments and 
people can successfully cope with these problems the citizenship of the 
Dominion must become imbued with, fully accept, and earnestly practice 
the "Spirit of Confederation 4 ’ which animated the leaders in the public 
life of this country sixty odd years ago. The names and memories of the 
Fathers of Confederation are held in honor, not only for what they 
achieved, but because of the true patriotism expressed through real 
sacrifice by which union became an accomplished fact. 

It is no light matter to speak of the Spirit of Confederation. It was a 
very real thing. It breathes hrough every utterance of the men who found 
It necessary to sink political differences, submerge personal views and 
convictions, abandon policies dear to their hearts, and accept compromises 
falling short of what they desired. But they did it, knowing that only 
bo could disaster for British and Canadian interests be averted and the 
future of the northern half of the continent under the British flag be 
assured. It was this spirit which alone made Confederation possible and 
carried it successfully through the stormy early years. 

This same spirit is just as vitally necessary in the life of Canada today 
as it ever was in the past. Without it the Dominion could not have had its

Small Suns Compose Stars 


Fellowship Honor For 


Partially Eclipse Each Other Every 
Twenty-Four Hours 

lit Castor’s solar system there is 
a star of the ninth magnitude known 
as C. It is composed of two small 
suns, each about half as massive as 
our sun and but little more than 
half the diameter, though of much j 
greater density. They appear to be I 
dying down into the planetary stage, j 
or burned-out condition, for they 
shine with a redd'sh light and pos-' 
sess a much lower surface tempera- j 
ture than our sun. This pair of 
twin worlds in the making are at an > 
average distance apart of 1,700,000 
miles, and they appear to revolve, 
round one another at great speed in I 
about twenty hours, partially eclips- j 
ing each other every time, as seen 1 
from the earth.' We do not see thej 
effect of these eclipses until forty-! 
three years after they occur, owing 
to the great distance (2,730,000 times 
that of our sun) of this marvellous 
solar system of Castor.

Trying to “buck” the liquor laws is 
an expensive experiment for those 
who are caught. Down in Lethbridge 
one place was fined $1000 for being 
open a few minutes after hours, and 
luring the past three weeks in Blair- 
nore and Coleman four people were 
Cned $300 each for clumsily trying to 
outwit the law. There is no sympa¬ 
thy coming to any who place, them¬ 
selves within the long arm 'of the 
law. The present liquor act was 
framed as a general remedy to stamp 
out bootlegging and permit the legal 
sale of liquor and the. serving of beer 
in places licensed for the purpose. 
The best way to maintain the liquor 
privileges under the act is to see that 
they are rigidly observed.
